ROUTINE WORK OFIBEST TRACTORS 
CITY COUNCIL AT | WILL PLAY IN 


MEETING HELD 
LAST. MIGHT 


Routine work occupied the time 
of the council at the meeting last 
night, for the most part. Members 
of the Merchants’ Association and 
people interested in the proposed 
continuation of the harbor work 
were present at the meeting and 
urged that a bonding election be 
called at the ‘earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

The building committee of the 
council, composed of Councilman 
Ogborn and Councilman . Garrard, 
recommended that the fire damaged 
building at 224 Macdonald avenue 
he torn down and that A. Hineckle- 
man, the Owner, be restrained from 
rebuilding the old structure. The 
Owner was present and said that 
the building had not been damaged 
to the extent of forty per cent and 
asked that he be permitted to re- 
build, but the council refused his 
request and gave him thirty days 
to tear the old building down. 

C. S. Forbes was appointed city 
plumbing inspector to fill the va- 
cancy caused py the resignation of 
F. L, Kreig. 

A communication was received 
and filed from the state compensa- 
tion bureau asking that they be per- 
mitted to carry the city’s insurance. 
The city now carries its own insur- 
ance in a sinking fund, 

J. FE. Staniger, the contractor, 
sent in a letter to the council agree- 
ing to abide by the council’s request 
{n the matter of working the em- 
ployees of contractors doing street 
work on an eight hour basis and 
paying the prevailing ‘union scale 
for all overtime work. 

‘A report from the health office 
on samples of ice cream examined 
during the past month showed seven 
above the standard and five: below 
standard out of twelve samples 
taken. 

Harbor Manager J. H. Misner re- 
ported that fees amounting to $2,- 
789.04 were collected at the munici- 
pal wharf during the month of 
May. 

In the matter of the compl@int of 
the Merchants’ Assoclation against 
contractors leaving streets under im- 
provement in a poor condition, City 
Engineer Chapman recommended 
that the city take over the work 
and do their own opening and clos- 
ing of streets. Chapman also filed 
a report on the condition of street 
railroad and railway crossings and 
the council decided to take the mat- 
ter of improving the crossings up 
with the state railroad commission. 

Humane animal inspector Calfee 
reported 841 complaints made and 
investigated in the last fiscal year, 
this being his annual report to 
the city council. 

8S. C. Rodgers was the lowest bid- 
der at $4,707.90 for the improve- 
ments on South street, and was 
awarded the contract for the work. 
Other bidders for the work were G. 
W, Cushing, $4,876.48; J. E. Stani- 
ger, $5,090.04; L. L. Page, $5,- 
476.57. Rodgers said he had no 
objection to signing a_ statetment 
agreeing to abide by the eight hour 
law on city work, and to pay over- 
time for all work over eight hours. 

A dozen property owners of the 
Bay View district appeared before 
the board to protest against the 
water service of the Union Water 
Company. The spokesman claimed 
they have had no water for a 
week and that sanitary conditions 
are very bad. The council agreed 
‘to take the matter up with the 
railroad commission and secure im- 
mediate and permanent relief. 

Teh city engineer was asked to 
water the trees planted by the city 
along Cutting boulvard and other 
streets twice monthly. Seven hun- 
‘dred trees have been planted by 
the city in the past year,
